Proposed Development
Cypress Creek Howard Lane, LP, is planning to develop a 362-unit multi-family development to be located at
the southwest quadrant of the intersection of North Lamar Boulevard and West Howard Lane.  The community
will be affordable to households earning at or below 60% of the Austin Median Family Income (MFI). The
intended target population of the development is the general population. The development is proposed to be
partially funded with 4% LIHTC and tax-exempt bonds issued by Austin Affordable PFC, which is an affiliate of
the Housing Authority of the City of Austin. An affiliate of Austin Affordable PFC will be the General Partner of
the development’s Partnership, thereby allowing for a full property tax exemption.  No funding from the Austin
Housing Finance Corporation is being requested.
